"New  Beer's  Eve"  could  not  legally! 
be  observed  until  clocks  had  pushed  j 
one  minute  past  midnight.  The 
populace  waited  the  witching  hour.| 
and  pondered  how  potent  beer  ofi 
3.2  per  cent  alcoholic  weight! 
might  be. 

Ready  for  the  foaming  beaker! 
were  nineteen  of  the  forty-eight 
states  and  the  District  of  Columbia, 
where  is  the  country's  Capital 
Other  states,  generally  cramped  be- 
cause their  legislatures  are  not  in 
session,  had  yet  to  complete  plans 
for  the  legal  turning  of  spigots. 


PLAN  CELEBRATIONS 

As  plans  progressed  for  welcom- 
ing the  malt  beverage,  the  plea 
came  from  many  sides:  "No  un- 
toward celebrations;  no  rowdyism" 
—apparently  in  order  that  beer 
might  not  be  blamed  for  sheer  in- 
temperance. However,  night  clubs, 
hotels  and  restaurants  in  most  of 
the  larger  cities  arranged  beer  balls 
and  watch-night  parties  to  make 
the  welkin  ring. 

Oay  spots  along  Broadway  adver- 
tised free  beer  for  patrons  at  after- 
midnight  affairs,  fitage  stars  and 
sports  celebrities  were  billed  as  bar- 
tenders, and  chorus  girls  as  bar- 
maids at  these  parties. 

Bootleg  barons  were  anxious  to 
unload  their  wares  at  bargain 
prices.  Considering  the  new  beer  is 
to  retail  for  around  $2  for  twenty- 
four  pints,  there  seemed  no  doubt 
bootleg  beer  at  25  cents  per  glass 
was  ready  for  a  requiem. 

FLOOD  GATES  WIDE  OPEN 

Flood  gates  were  set  to  open  wide 
at  other  spots  mid  the  din  of  sirens 
and  popping  bottle  caps.  8t.  LouLs 
brewers  had  whistles  and  sirens 
atop  their  establishments  ready  to 
shriek  a  welcome.  Trucks  with  ice 
were  ready  to  deliver  cooled  brew, 
ready  for  immediate  consumption. 

Freight  cars  supplemented  motor 
trucks  and  dray -wagons  in  brewery 
yards,  waiting  the  signal  that  will 
start  them  off  with  liquid 

In  New  York  City,  it  was  esti- 
mated 400,000  barrels  of  beer  were 
ready  to  roll  on  their  way.   A  St. 
Louis  manufactory  said  it 
move  100,000  within  four  hours 
midnight. 

A  source  of  revenue  stilled  by 
fourteen  years  of  prohibition — 
brewery  advertising  in  newspaper 
columns— mounted  steadily.  One 
New  York  paper  contained  twenty- 
five  advertisements  for  midnight 
celebrations.

WASHINGTON,  April  6  (AP). — A 
committee  of  Congress  jumped 
ahead  of  the  United  States  navy 
oday  to  sift  the  meagre  known 
facts  of  the  tragedy  to  the  Akron 
IB  a  public  Investigation  which  will 
•tfcrt  tomorrow  with  the  three  sur- 
vivors as  witnesses. 

This  sudden  decision  to  take  the 
lead  was  made  by  a  House  naval 
nommlfttH  alter  talkmg  in  a  secret 
session  to  Lieutenant  Commander 
Herbert  V.  Wiley,  lone  remaining 
officer  of  the  Leviathan  of  the  skies. 
Ill  PORTS  ON  DISASTER 
The  meeting  took  place  Just  after 
Wiley  had  reported  on  the  disaster 
|  which  early  Tuesday  destroyed  the 
airship  off  the  Jersey  Coast  with 
appalling  loss  of  life. 

This  report,  combined  with  mes- 
sages flashed  from  the  Meet  of  ves- 
sels and  aircraft  searching  for  sur- 
vivors, furnished  so  ar  the  only  | 
clues  or  investigation.

Mr.  Jackson  Dodds.  General  Manager  of  the 
Btnk  of  Montreal.  In  his  recent  address  before  the 
Winnipeg  Board  of  Trade  took  occasion  to  answer 
those  who  are  agitating  for  changes  in  the  Bank 
Agt.  This  agitation  he  describes  as  chiefly  en- 
gineered by  those  who  would  like  to  get  the  loan 
of  savings  of  thrify  workers  that  have  been  de- 
posited In  the  banks.  As  well  as  such  there  is 
the  "glib  professional  agitator."  From  none  of 
these  has  come  any  constructive  criticism  of 
Canada's  banking  system.  There  was  a  notable 
silence  on  the  part  of  these  agitators  during  the 
time  when  American  banks  were  going  down  like 
ninepins  with  heavy  losses  to  depositors.  Can- 
ada's banks  stood  firmly  during  the  greatest  of 


Mr.  Dodds  does  not  favor  the  establishment 
of  a  Central  Bank  In  Canada.  There  Is  no  sub- 
stantial reason  for  such  a  departure.  One  argu- 
ment advanced  by  its  protagonists  is  that  it 
would  afford  the  existing  banks  greater  and 
more  elastic  rediscount  facilities  than  are  npw 
available  under  the  Finance  Act.  Mr.  Dodds 
points  out  that  in  Canada,  under  the  system 
evolved,  each  bank  is  almost  a  central  bank  in 
itself,  and  that  the  need  for  facilities  for  redls- 
countlng  commercial  paper  is  negligible  In  the 
country.  A  central  bank  in  Canada,  where  there 
is  no  money  market  and  where  rates  of  interest 
on  loans  and  deposits  are  comparatively  stable, 
would  not  be  an  advantage  by  reason  of  any  con- 
trol It  would  have  of  the  rediscount  rate.  In 
other  words,  it  could  only  utilize  a  rediscount 
rate  to  a  very  limited  extent.  Similarly,  If  a 
central  bank  were  the  instrument  of  open  mar- 
ket operations  it  would  have  a  limited  scope 
because  there  is  no  money  market  in  the  coun- 
try. Mr.  Dodds  points  out  that  the  whole  pur- 
pose of  central  control  of  currency  is  to  charge 
it  with  the  responsibility  of  furnishing  suf- 
ficient currency  to  meet  the  commercial  and 
other  demands  of  the  country.  "In  Canada  we 
have  what  is  perhaps  the  most  elastic  system  of 
currency  circulation  in  the  world.  It  is  a  com- 
bined system  of  Dominion  and  Bank  notes." 

In  effect,  the  argument  put  forward  by  Mr. 
nodd*  is  that  the  Finance  Act  meets  the  needs 
of  Canada  and  that  the  establishment  of  a  cen- 
tral bank  would  be  a  needless  expense  and 
would  weaken  the  banks  which  would  have  to 
supply  the  capital  and  deposits  free  of  interest. 
The  cost  of  setting  up  a  central  bank  would  be 
considerable  and  much  of  it  would  have  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  existing  banks.  The  Idea  of  the 
proponents  of  a  central  bank  that  it  would  be 
able  to  control  credit  and  so  regulate  price  lev- 
el* Is  answered  by  the  experience  of  the  United 
states.  In  that  country,  despite  strenuous  ef- 
forts on  the  part  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Sys- 
tem, "and  the  bringing  Into  being  of  various 
Finance  Corporations,  demand  for  credit  In  the 
United  States  has  continually  shrunk  and 
wholesale  commodity  prices  for  the  United  Sates 
show  a  drop,  on  the  basis  of  100  for  1913,  from 
140  in  July.  1929,  to  eighty-two  at  the  end  of 
January,  1933— a  decline  of  45  per  cent."  In 
conclusion  Mr.  Dodds  says:  "Certainly  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  central  bank  in  Canada  would 
hive  no  effect  on  world  prices  and  would  only 
b4  an  added  expense  to  the  country  at  large 
while  providing  no  need  that  is  not  already  met 
by  the  Finance  Act."

Mr.  Joseph  Harris,  a  Member  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  has  been  speaking  In  Montreal  on  the 
a£ns  and  purposes  of  the  political  party  known 
ai  the  Cooperative  Commonwealth  Federation, 
headed  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Woodsworth.  Mr.  Harris  Is 
definitely  opposed  to  the  new  venture  into  the 
political  Held  on  the  ground  that  Its  programme 
iS'  definitely  and  extremely  socialistic  and  Is  un- 
workable because  patterned  on  the  Russian 
model  which  Is  repugnant  to  Anglo-Saxon  ideals. 
The  tenets  espoused  by  Mr.  Woodsworth  and  his 
.supporters  would  destroy  Individual  freedom  and 
initiative  Just  as  such  have  been  destroyed  In 
Russia  by  the  Soviet  Junta.  No  doubt  what  Mr. 
Woodsworth  has  In  view  Is  only  an  Instalment 
ot  what  would  follow  If  he  secured  power. 
Possibly  even  he  would  attempt  to  make  Canada 
as  Godless  as  Russia  is  officially  today. 

Mr.  Harris  says  that  one  Item  on  the  Woods- 
worth  programme  Is  the  demand  for  a  currency 
based  on  goods  and  service.  Under  the  system 
of  international  exchange  Canada  would  be  In  a 
very  serious  position  by  attempting  to  adopt  such 
a  course.  Such  currency  would  be  Irredeemable. 
It  would  mean  Inflation  which  has  proved  such 
a  sorry  venture  In  other  countries.  Mr.  Woods- 
worth  would  tear  the  Canadian  Constitution  to 
pieces  and  set  up  another  of  his  own  devising. 
The  Constitution  as  it  stands  maintains  and  pro- 
tects minority  righfcs.  These  are  not  maintained 
or  protected  In  a  socialistic  state  Mr.  Harris 
has  done  well  to  expose  the  fallacies  of  the 
Woodsworth  doctrine  in  Quebec.  That  province 
is  wholly  unlikely  to  succumb  to  a  socialistic 
dream.  The  protection  and  welfare  of  the 
French -Canadians  are  Inherent  In  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  country  as  at  present  written.  In 
commenting  on  what  Mr.  Harris  had  to  say  The 
Montreal  Oazette  points  out  that: 

"The  C.C.F.  programme  Is  easily  recognizable 
as  the  fantastic  product  of  an  extreme  socialism 
and  there  Is  of  course  no  doubt  as  to  Its  parent- 
age. The  movement  Is  serious  only  to  the  extent 
In  which  the  public  are  dlsposd  to  take  It 
.seriously,  but  It  Is  prudent  not  to  lose  sight  of 
the  fact  that  its  promoters  and  propagandists 
are  very  much  In  earnest,  either  from  conviction 
or  for  reai»jns  of  a  practical  political  character. 
A  teat  of  their  strength  in  a  general  election 
wil,  In  all  probability,  bring  with  it  a  saddening 
disillusion.  It  will  be  well  for  the  country  if  the 
trgt  does  not  no  result;  but  the  public  who  value 
their  lwtituUons,  their  individual  freedom  and 
I  h«i,  .social  independence,  should  not  leave  the

A  new  opportunity  for  a  settlement  arose  some

The  Ambassador  was  informed  by 
the  British  Government  that  it  lay  with  the 
Soviet  Government  to  prevent  that  danger  by 
offering  an  early  and  satisfactory  settlement, 
which  would  effectively  contribute  to  that  spirit 
of  confidence  In  the  relations  between  the  two 
countries  which  it  was  the  object  of  the  negotia- 
tions to  promote.  No  offer  was  received  from 
Russia,  the  British  Government  now  announces 
that  the  paymen  to  be  claimed  is  the  full  amount 
specified  in  the  award,  namely  £12,965,000. 

Legalized  American  beer  of  3.2  alcoholic  con- 
tent goes  into  effect  in  the  United  States  today. 
This  action  marks  the  beginning  of  the  end  of 
the  experiment  in  prohibition.  The  beer  in 
question  is  "officially  non-intoxicating";  never 
theless  its  advent  is  regarded  as  an  event  of  such 
news  interest  that  there  was  a  radio  broadcast 
on  the  subject  last  evening.

At  that  we  are  not  sure  that 
any  of  us  common  persons  would 
be  Justified  In  pointing  the  finger  of 
scorn  at  the  rich  man  who  is  in  the 
toils  of  the  law.  Por  if  greed  Is  one 
of  the  besetting  sins  of  the  indi- 
vidual, aggregations  of  individuals 
are  not  entirely  free  from  the  vice 
of  covetousness,  which  is  greed's 
twin  sister.

Men  on  the  stock  exchanges  will 
band  themselves  together  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  the  better  of 
their  fellowmen,  and  so  will  men 
on  the  farms,  too,  for  that  matter. 
There  have  been  agricultural  pools 
as  well  as  financial  conspiracies. 
Even  business,  big  or  little,  has  been 
charged  with  entering  into  com- 
binations which  were  not  strictly 
speaking  In  the  interests  of  the 
general  public.  Nor  In  these 
respects  are  governments  any  better 
than  other  aggregations  of  individ- 
uals. But  of  course  governments 
do  not  impose  taxes  for  the  purpose 
of  Impoverishing  individuals  and 
improving  the  fortunes  of  the  in- 
dividuals composing  the  govern- 
ments. Taxes,  as  everybody  knows, 
are  necessary  evils,  exacted  for  the 
purpose  of  meeting  the  cost  of  gov- 
ernments. Governments  of  course 
know  that  all  taxes  are  objection- 
able to  the  people  who  pay  the 
taxes,  but  when  a  tax  is  on  it 
is  as  hard  to  get  off  as  the  barnacles 
oh  the  bottom  of  ships  which  go 
down  to  the  great  waters.

In  addition  to  taxes  which  are 
considered  Inevitable,  in  quest  of  a 
reason  for  broadening  the  basis  of 
taxation  (a  term  which  came  into 
vogue  in  company  with  the  only  per- 
fect system  of  government,  the  sys- 
tem of  democracy)  taxes  which  are 
properly  called  "nuisance  taxes" 
were  Imposed.  There  are  many 
taxes  which  may  appropriately  be 
called  nuisance  taxes,  and  some  of 
them  may  be  capable  of  Justifica- 
tion. We  see  by  the  papers  that 
the  Liquor  Control  Board  has  de- 
cided to  modify  but  not  to  abolish 
one  nuisance  tax.  That  is  the  tax 
which  must  be  paid  before  a  bottle 
of  either  mild  or  strong  drink  can 
be  bought.

Our  friends  who  abhor  the  Demon 
Rum  and  all  his  works  may  say 
that  all  taxes  on  liquor,  from  the 
nuisance  tax  imposed  by  the  Prov- 
incial Government  to  the  exor- 
bitant taxes  Imposed  by  the  Do- 
minion Qovernment,  are  Justifiable 
on  the  ground  which  they  choose  to 
call  temperance;  but  from  a  com- 
mon sense  point  of  view,  and  in  the 
light  of  the  Judgment  of  the  com- 
mon people  as  distinguished  from 
the  uncommon  people  who  delight 
to  sit  in  Judgment  upon  the  habits 
or  the  preferences  of  their  neigh- 
bors, it  would  be  quite  as  Justifi- 
able to  impose  a  tax  upon  any  con- 
sumer who  went  into  a  shop  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  a  piece  of 
cheese  or  a  down  oranges.  The 
action  of  the  board  Is  not  due  to 
any  change  In  the  local  point  of 
view,  but  in  order  to  meet  a  situa- 
tion which  has  been  created  by  the 
prospect  of  repeal  of  the  prohibition 
law  by  order  of  the  people  of  the 
United  8tates

Then  consider  the  ordinary  and 
the  extraordinary  (or  nuisance) 
taxes  which  have  been  heaped  upon 
the  users  of  motor  cars.  You  must 
pay  a  tax  for  the  registration  of  a 
car  and  another  tax  for  a  licence  to 
operate  the  car.  and  before  you  sit 
down  to  operate  the  car  you  buy  a 
permit  which  authorizes  you  to 
drive  it.  Then  after  you  begin  to 
drive  the  objectionable  machine  you 
must  pay  a  tax  upon  every  gallon  of 
spirit  the  engine  of  the  car  con- 
sumes. Tax  heaped  upon  tax.  with 
more  taxes  in  prospect — and  still 
the  victims  of  all  such  imposition, 
meeker  than  the  fabled  worm,  do 
not  turn.

JUSTICE  TO  THE  DOUKHOBORS 

Sir,— I  fear  that  the  public.  In- 
cluding Qovernment  officials,  con- 
fuse Doukhobors  with  "Sons  of 
Freedom."  I  wrote  to  Mr.  J.  P 
Shukln.  vice-president  of  the  Chris- 
tian Community  of  Universal 
Brotherhood.  Doukhobors.  Ltd..  to 
ask  if  he  can  tell  me  who  these  peo- 
ple are.  There  are  more  than  400  of 
the  Sons  of  Freedom;  of  these  only 
eighty-four  once  belonged  to  the 
Doukhobors  Community,  but  were 
drawn  away  by  the  Sons  of  Free- 
dom. There  are  20,000  in  the 
Doukhobors  Community.  They  are 
among  our  best  settlers;  they  clear 
the  land  and  highly  cultivate  it; 
they  live  on  It  and  not  In  towns. 
They  send  all  their  children  to 
school,  they  don't  burn  down 
schools,  but  have  to  pay  to  rebuild 
them  when  burned  by  Sons  of 
Freedom.  Doukhobors  never  have 
nude  parades  or  give  any  trouble 
whatever.  It  is  the  Sons  of  Free- 
dom who  burn  schools,  give  nude 
parades  and  consider  themselves 
free  to  do  what  they  like.  Canada 
should  deport  everyone  of  them 
They  are  miscreants  from  every- 
where, probubly  not  unconnected 
with  Communists. 

Mr.  Veregin  In  1931  In  Winnipeg 
asked  for  trustworthy  Investigation 
to  determine  the  truth  concerning 
the  Doukhobors  and  the  Sons  of 
Freedom ,  and  he  offered  to  pay 
costs  of  such  investigation 
Could  anything  be  fairer?

STERILIZATION 
BILL  ADVANCED 

Measure   Would  Become 
Law  on  Jut)  1  This  Year, 
if  Ratified 


Alter  extepsive  debate  during  the 
week,  the  proposed  Sterilization  Act 
was  completed  In  commitee  by  the 
Legislature  last  evening,  and  will 
be  up  for  final  discussion  today. 
Government  speakers  taxed  the 
Leader  of  the  Opposition  with  a 
sudden  volte  face  on  the  question 
of  sterilization,  a  charge  which  Mr. 
Pattullo  denied. 

At  the  afternoon  sitting  the 
Leader  of  the  Opposition  has  sud- 
denly opposed  the  bill  on  the 
ground  that  It  was  late  in  the  ses- 
sion and  that  little  opportunity  had 
been  given  for  public  discussion. 
He  advocated  a  stay  of  action  on 
the  ground  that  religious  and  moral  I 
antagonism  to  the  measure  was, 
held  by  a  considerable  section  of 
the  public. 

REMINDS  MR.  PATTULLO 

Reginald  Hayward,  M.P.P..  re- 
minded Mr.  Pattullo  that  he  had 
been  the  first  to  introduce  the  sub- 
ject in  the  House,  and  had  com- 
plained that  the  Government  had 
taken  no  action  to  curb  increasing 
numbers  at  mental  institutions. 

H6n.  S.  L.  Howe  said  Mr.  Pattullo 
had  virtually  invited  the  Govern- 
ment to  bring  in  the  bill.  In  remarks 
he  had  made  on  Friday  last. 

Mr.  Pattullo  said  his  remarks  had 
been  misunderstood,  and  again  ad- 
vocated a  stay.  The  bill  was  com- 
pleted In  committee  without  change. 
If  passed,  it  would  go  Into  opera- 
tion on  July  1. 

BOARD  OF  EUGENICS 

At  the  morning  sitting,  Hon.  8.  L. 
Howe  spoke  briefly  of  the  bill,  which, 
he  said,  was  a  moderate  measure  in 
keeping  with  the  change  in  public 
sentiment  on  the  matter  durlr.g  the 
last  few  years.  It  would  set  up  a 
board  of  eugenics  before  which  all 
applications  from  medical  men  and 
superintendents  of  institutions  for 
the  insane  would  go.  Consent  was  a 
requisite  term  of  the  bill,  either  by 
the  Individual  or  a  guardian,  and  ail 
care  would  be  taken  of  conscientious 


I  objection    on   religious  or 
1  grounds. 

Dr  W.  H  Sutherland  (Lib.  Revel- 
stoke*,  said  the  bill  was  no  advance 
on  what  was  already  being  done  in 
these  days,  with  consent  of  the  par- 
ties concerned. 

Dr.  L.  E.  Borden,  (Cons,  Nelson), 
who  has  consistently  advocated  ac- 
tion on  tli*  l!>e.ue  for  several  years, 
gave  a  description  of  growth  of  the 
practice  in  other  lands,  and  the  need 
for  definite  steps  being  taken  to  pre- 
vent procreation  of  the  mentally 
unfit .  He  described  in  exact  terms 
the  actual  operations  concerned  In 
a  person  of  either  sex.  and  said  such 
action  was  not  injurious  to  health. 
Vasectomy  In  the  male  was  a  rela- 
tively minor  operation,  conducted 
under  a  local  anaesthetic.  The  cor- 
responding operation  in  those  of  the 
other  sex  was  more  exU-iialve,  but 
not  injurious  in  any  sense.  The 
sexual  life  of  male  or  female  was 
not  interrupted,  and  in  many  cases 
health  improved,  he  said. 

ACTION  ADVOCATED 
Reginald  Hayward  <Cons..  Vic- 
toria*, who  had  been  a  member  of 
the  Mental  Hygiene  Commission  of 
1927-28.  supported  the  bill.  Experi- 
ences In  British  Columbia  mental 
institutions  showed  some  definite 
steps  would  have  to  be  taken  to  stop 
preventable  Increase  of  the  insane. 

Resuming  debate  In  the  afternoon. 
Dr.  J.  J.  Glllls  <Llh,  Yale),  urged 
stay  of  action  by  the  Legislature  at 
this  time.  There  was  a  large  class 
of  people  who  objected  to  the  prin- 
ciple of  sterilization.  Including  Rom- 
an Catholics  and  also  many  laboring 
people.  No  definite  representations 
had  come  fro  n  the  people  to  intro- 
duce the  measure,  and  results  were 
not  sure. 

The  report  of  the  British  Colum- 
bia Mental  Hygiene  Commission  had 
been  an  able  one,  but,  he  contended, 
public  sentiment  had  chan^cu  ad- 
versely to  the  practice  of  sterilisa- 
tion since  1928,  largely  as  a  result  of 
Its  operation  in  other  countries.  Of 
the  twenty-three  states  in  the  Union 
where  laws  had  been  Introduced,  all 
but  four  had  reverted,  and  aban- 
doned the  practice,  Dr.  Gillis  con- 
tinued. 

In  California  the  law  was  being 
used  to  evade  responsibilities  of 
parenthood,  and  contributed  noth- 
ing to  the  problem  of  caring  for  the 
mentally  unfit.  There  were  also 
strong  arguments  against  the  prac-' 
tlce,  In  that  it  tended  to  promote 
promiscuity  and  spread  of  social  di- 
sease.  The  British  Central  Assocla- 
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tlon  on  Mental  Welfare  had  decided 
sterilization  was  not  effective  In  re- 
duction of  Insanity. 

SUPPORTS  BILL 

Dr.  C.  M.  Kingston  (Cons..  Grand 
Forks  -  Oreenwood  i,  su ported  the 
bill.  It  was  an  Innocuous  measure, 
going  no  further  than  present  prac- 
tices, and  would  »1  least  be  an  edu- 
cational factor  in  trousing  attention 
to  the  need  of  effective  steps  to  curb 
the  increase  in  mental  hospitals. 
Recent  advances  In  the  study  of 
hereditary  and  In  the  s:  nces 
showed  need  of  definite  action  belnj 
taken. 

From  the  economic  aspect  it  was 
unwise  to  continue  breeding  classes 
of  mental  degenerates,  some  with 
criminal  tendencies.  From  a  hu- 
manitarian standpoint.  Improvement 
of  the  r  oral  fibre  of  the  human  race 
outweighed  all  other  considerations, 
Dr.  Kingston  said.

Robert  H.  Bedford,  scientist  of  the 
Biological  Board  of  Canada,  claims 
that  dirty  boats  and  insufficient  ic- 
ing are  the  biggest  factors  in  the 
deterioration  of  fish.

"The  ease  with  which  fish  goes  bad, 
particularly  during  warm  weather, 
the  present  low  market  value,  and 
i  he  need  for  increasing  its  popu- 
larity as  a  food,  bring  to  the  front 
the  necessity  of  keeping  fresh  fish 
really  fresh  until  it  reaches  the  con- 
sumer, and  make  it  urgent  that  the 
conditions  to  be  met  to  maintain  a 
first  class  product  be  understood  by 
throe  concern *d 

"The  first  question  that  naturally 
arises  is  what  causes  fish  to  go  bad 
and  the  answer  is  primarily  the  de- 
structive work  of  what  are  called 
bacteria.  These  arc  too  small  to  be 
seen  by  the  naked  eye.  but  require 
the  aid  of  the  microscope. 


of  bacteria  inhabiting  a  fish  that 
has  gone  bad  would  show  millions 
of  hungry  bacteria  ceaselessly 
breaking  down  the  fish's  protective 
armor,  the  skin,  the  Invading  army 
then  marching  onward  into  the  fish. 
They  are  master  strategists,  too,  for 
they  work  not  only  from  the  outside 
inwards,  but  also  from  the  Inside 
outwards,  from  head  to  tall. 

VKE  EVERYWHERE 

"The  third  question  is  whence 
come  the  bacteria  that  are  on  the 
fish,  and  the  answer  Is  that  they  are 
so  widely  distributed  that  It  might 
as  well  be  said  that  they  are  every- 
where, in  fresh  and  salt  water.

It  works  through  the  low 
temperature  it  conveys  to  the  fish 
itself,  as  well  as  to  the  bacteria.  It 
stops  the  bacteria  from  feeding  as 
fast  as  thev  would  at  a  higher  tem- 
perature and  consequently  they  can- 
not grow  so  quickly  and  their  num- 
ber increases  only  slowly.   They  are 
not  killed  by  the  use  of  ice,  neither 
are  they  stopped  from  growing,  but 
they  grow  so  slowly  that  in  a  gen- 
eral way  they  take  about  six  days 
at  32  degrees,  Fahrenheit— the  tem- 
perature of  a  mild  Summer's  day." 
BACTERIA  COUNTED 
Observing  fish  after  they  were 
caught,  the  numbers  of  bacteria  on 
the  fish  were  counted  in  the  lab- 1 
oratory  as  soon  as  possible  after 
landing,   generally  an  hour  later 
Then  they  were  cleaned  in  the  or- 
dinary way,  stowed  in  boxes.  In 
which  seme  were  iced  and  some 
were  not.    After  a  certain  number 
of  hours,  the  bacteria  were  counted 
again.    For  Instance,  on  the  fish 
that  were  iced,  at  the  beginning 
there  were  27.000  bacteria  for  every 
ounce  of  fish  skin,  and  twenty-four 
hours  afterward  there  were  68.000. 
an  increase  of  only  40.000.  which  Is 
a  very  small  gain  in  a  bacterial 
population.   Where  no  ice  was  used, 
there  was  a  striking  difference:  on 
the  fish  used  there  were  at  first 
2.500  only,  but  In  twenty-four  hours 
there  were  Just  over  12.000.000 

"Examining  four  fish  taken  from 
the  catch  of  a  fishing  vessel,  which 
had  been  out  of  the  water  about  five 
hours  and  had  not.  been  iced  In  the 
hold,  the  following  number  of  bac- 
teria was  counted  on  them:  61,000,- 
000  ;  30,000.000  ;  33.000.000.  and  16. 
000.000.  for  each  ounce  of  skin.  This 
would  indicate  that  the  vessel's  hold 
was  dirty,  had  not,  in  fact,  been  dis 
infected.  The  bilge  of  a  boat  is  a 
harbor  of  refuge  for  bacteria,  be 
cause  the  water  in  it  contains  blood 
and  slime  of  flan,  which  is  a  healthy 
concoction  in  which  to  grow  living 
bacteria.  For  instance,  here  are  fig- 
ures for  two  boats:  One  had  300, 
000.000  and  the  other  had  140.000.- 
000  bacteria  in  each  spoonful  of 
biUre  water  tested.  Imagine  the 
damage  done  to  the  fish  by  such 
conditions."

Kelp  meal  Is  produced  from  sea- 
weed, large  quantities  of  which  are 
found  oft*  the  coasts  of  America. 
The  seaweed  industry  in  the  United 
States,  though  small,  has  made 
steady  progress  during  the  last  few 
years,  and  the  potential  annual 
production  of  kelp  Is  estimated  at 
about  300,000  tons  As  this  product 
is  known  to  be  rich  in  iodine,  it  was 
believed  11  could  be  used 
for  animal  feed. 

As  the  result  of  the  study  given  to 
kelp  by  Dr.  H.  P.  Morris,  research 
associate  of  the  Fisheries  Bureau,  it 
was  fould  that  the  meal  when  mixed 
with  such  vegetable  protein  con- 
centrates as  cotton  seed  meal,  lin- 
seed oil  meal,  corn  gluten  meal  and 
soya  bean  oil  meal,  stimulated  the 
appetite  of  farm  animals  and  pro- 
moted their  growth.  ThLs  should 
prove  particularly  valuable  In 
bringing  Spring  broilers  and  "hot- 
house" lambs  to  early  market  ma- 
turity.

Proposal  that  amateur  laws  be 
altered  slightly  to  permit  consid- 
eration of  re-lnstatement  of  class 
"A"  professionals  as  amateurs,  was 
approved  generally  at  a  meeting 
of  Amateur  Athletic  Union  of 
Canada  officials  here,  It 
learned  today.

The  suggested  change  In  amateur 
rules  was  made  by  Dr.  W.  G.  Hardy, 
of  Edmonton,  president  of  the  Al- 
berta Hockey  Association.

REAL  EXERCISE  NEEDED  TO 
IIHII  CE  WEIGHT 

One  of  the  things  that  would  be 
amusing  if  It  were  not  tragic  about 
weight  reduction.  Is  the  manner  in 
which  some  individuals  take  what 
they  call  their  "dally  strenuous  ex- 
ercise." This  exercise  consist*  of 
bending  the  body  from  side  to  side 
or  forward  and  back,  during  which 
they  allow  their  knees  to  bend, 
which  may  give  the  legs  a  little  ex- 
ercise but  has  no  effect  upon  the 
middle  third  of  the  body— the 
abdomen-  where  most  of  the  excess 
weijrht  really  lies.  Perhaps,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  bending  exercise  they 
wlU  take  a  leisurely  walk  of  one  or 
two  miles. 

Now.  this  much  exercise  will  take 
off  a  little  weight  but  a  very  little, 
as  nearly  80  per  cent  of  all  food  you 
eat  Is  used  up  by  the  needs  of  the 
body  Itself  Thus.  If  you  ate  3,000 
calories  of  food  each  day.  2,400 
would  be  used  by  the  body  for  Its 
ordinary  needs 

If  after  a  breakfast  of  cereal, 
bacon,  toast  and  coffee  at  8  o'clock, 
you  weighed  yourself  and  sat  on  a 
chair  until  1  oclock  doing  absolu- 
tely nothing,  you'd  find  that  from 
8  o'clock  until  1  o'clock  vour  weight 
would  likely  be  at  toast  three 
quarters  of  a  pound  less.  f/.milarily 
from  lunch  time  until  your  evening 
meal,  a  loss  of  two  pounds,  which 
means  waste  from  the  skin,  kid- 
neys, bowel  and  lungs.  What  would 
be  the  loss  If  you  walked  around 
and  did  the  ordinary  duties  of  the 
household  or  office?  You  might 
reasonably  expect  to  take  off  an- 
other two  pounds. 

Thus,  every  day  you  take  Into 
your  system  water  and  food  by  the 


lungs  and  stomach  to  the  extent  oi 
five  or  six  pounds  and  the  bodj 
throws  it  off  again  as  waste. 

If  you  continue  to  eat  more  thai 
you  throw  off,  naturally  your  weisjhl 
will  Increase.  If  you  continue  cat' 
lng  this  much  and  wish  to  decreaal 
your  weight,  you  must  do  real  hard 
work  and  perspire  freely.  To  takt 
off  a  pound  a  day  means  not 
than  one  or  two  hours  of  exercise^ 

You  have  thus,  the  choice  ol 
denying  yourself  a  little  food  everl 
day.  or  if  you  do  not  deny  yourself 
then  exercise  must  be  taken. 

Both  ways  mean  sacrifice,  but  lot 
overweight  Individuals  cutting  dow< 
on  the  food  Intake  Is  the  simplest* 
It  Is  easier  on  the  system  not  to  pul 
the  weight  on.  than  it  is  to  worj 
hard  to  aet  It  off.

FIGURES  GIVEN 

Sale  of  bottled  beer  by  the  board 
had  dropped  from  159,290  barrels  In 
1929  to  65,270  barrels  last  year,  or 
to  a  third  of  the  former  volume.  At 
the  same  time  malt  extract  waul 
being  sold  in  carload  lots  for  manu- 
facture of  home  brew.  The  Gov- 
ernments mandate  on  the  liquor 
question  had  been  one  for  control, 
and  no  form  of  control  could  be 
exercised  over  the  home  manufac- 
ture of  beer.  It  was  to  the  Interest 
of  the  public  to  amend  conditions, 
so  that  proper  regulation  could  be 
maintained. 

Many  people  preferred  to  brew  at 
home,  which  they  could  do  more 
cheaply  and  get  a  belter  product, 
Captain  M.  P.  Macintosh  (Cons.. 
The  Islands),  observed.  He  had 
been  among  the  number,  he  said. 

Dr.  H.  C.  Wrinch  (Lib..  Skena), 
opposed  the  changes.  A  referendum 
should  first  have  been  submitted, 
he  averred.  The  last  mandate  had 
been  for  sale  in  open  glasses  on  the 
premises  of  licensed  places,  and  not 
for  sale  of  bottled  beer  for  use  off 
the  premises,  or  for  telephoned 
orders  from  the  homes.  No  restric- 
tions had  been  placed  on  quantity, 
that  he  could  see,  and  wider  sale 
than  ever  was  now  proposed. 
TORN  TWO  WAYS 
George  S.  Pearson  (Lib..  Na- 
naimo).  explained  a  personal  di- 
lemma to  the  House.  Prom  a  tem- 
perance home  and  teaching,  he 
believed  abolition  of  alcohol  would 
best  serve  mankind.  His  riding, 
however,  was  not  entirely  of  the 
same  view.  He  decried  operation 
of  the  profit  motive  In  liquor  sales, 
and  held  that  the  logical  step  for 
the  Government  to  take  would  be 
to  enter  manufacture  itself  to  fhe 
exclusion  of  others,  so  that  it  would 
have  full  control  of  the  system.  He 
would  not,  however,  oppose  the  bill 
People  could  not  be  legislated  In 
an  odor  of  sanctity,  and  would 
always  indulge  their  wants  to  the 
extent  of  their  resources.  Thomas 
Uphill  (Lab..  Pernie),  Intimated.  He 
supported  the  bill  as  a  measure  to 
make  matters  even  for  those  In  the 
cities  and  in  outlying  areas,  and 
would  have  removed  the  permit  fee 
altogether. 

The  Oovernment  should  hesitate 
before  doing  anything  that  endan- 
gered public  harmony  In  liquor 
affairs  as  already  administered.  Dr. 
O.  K.  MacNaughton  (Cons.,  Comox), 
said. 

The  public  was  not  ready  for 
prohibition,  whatever  the  record  of 
liquor  dealings.  A.  M.  Manson  (Lib.. 
Ominecai.  stated  The  republic  to 
the  south  had  tried  the  experiment 
and  It  had  failed,  and  it  was  now- 
reversing  its  position.  In  view  of 
the  verdict  of  the  people  in  British 
Columbia,  liquor  should  be  made 
reasonably  available,  but  not  more, 
and  increased  sales  should  not  be 
sought.  The  bill  entered  final  stages 
after  further  debate.

Hitler  Likens  Anti-Semitic 
Drive  to  Exclusion  Act  in 
United  States 

BERLIN,  April  6  <AP).— Chancel- 
lor Adolf  Hitler  pointed  to  the 
United  States  Exclusion  Act  against 
the  yellow  race  as  a  precedent,  in 
explaining  today  his  purpose  In  re 
moving  Jewish  intellectuals  from 
medical,  legal,  artistic  and  scientific 
positions  in  Oermany. 

"The  American  people  were  the 
first  to  draw  the  practical  political 
consequences  from  the  mequallty  in 
the  difference  of  races,"  he  said 
"Through  immigration  laws,  it 
barred  undesirables  from  other 
races.  Nor  is  America  ready  now  to 
open  its  doors  to  Jews  fleeing  from 
Oermany." 

NO  PHYSICAL  HARM 

To  this  reference  to  emigrating 
Jews,  Hitler  added  the  usual  Nazi 
assertion  that  no  physical  harm 
whatever  was  done  them. 

He  also  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  United  States,  which  be 
fore  other  modern  countries  became 
an  exponent  of  a  strong  movement 
against  foreign  elements,  has  the 
least  occasion  to  attempt  to  coun 
teraot  Germany's  efforts  to  purge 
herself  of  foreign  elements. 

Hitler's  remarks  were  occasioned 
>y  his  visit  to  the  new  Jew-free 
executive  board  of  the  German 
Medical  Federation. 

PURGING  CULTURAL  LIFE 

"By  purging  cultural  and  Intellec 
tual  life  from  a  preponderance  of 
Jewish  Intellectuals,  we  do  Justice  to 
Oermany's  natural  right  to  Its  own 
spiritual  leadership,"  the  chancellor 
said.
